FEATURING A built-in, water- 
whirling system, Everston's whirl­ 
pool received its first "live run" 
at the construction - cluttered Spa 
site. 
As workmen hammered 
away 
at their various jobs, Everston, 


Architect Rick Harrison and rep­ 
resentatives of the Hight Construc­ 
tion Co., Spa builders tensely view­ 
ed the pool's baptismal operation. 
The pool is basically designed 
to ease the discomfiture of arthri­ 
tis and rheum atism sufferers and 
relax the pressure - s t r a i n e d 
nerves of businessmen. 


ITS PRIME FEATURES are a 
pair of jets that shoot pressurized 
water into the pool, creating 
a 
steady and fast-moving "current" 
that swirls continuously in sooth­ 
ing patterns around the bather 
"The water's 
aerated," Ever- 
stone- remarked. "Constant agita­ 
tion fills it with a million bubbles." 
He pointed out that there are 
various types of 
whirlpools, 
in­ 
cluding those motivated by an 
electric powered gadget dropped 
into an ordinary tub. But none, 
he claims, are quite like this. 


EVERSTON'S TEST pool w a s 
surfaced with a fairly smooth-sur­

To Moscow, 
Plans Speech 


Radio Address 
In Russia to Be 
Given Saturday 


MOSCOW - IUPII — Vioe Presi­ 
dent Richard . Nixon returned 
to Moscow today alter a four-day 
tour of Siberia that included huge 
demonstrations of friendship and 
some heckling. 
The vice president's plane was 
preceded by a large press party 
aboard two TU104 
jet airlineis 
that landed at Moscow's Vnuskuio 
Airport. 


NIXON FLEW 
HERE 
f r o m 
Beloyarsk where he told Soviet 
atom 
scientists 
that 
statesmen 
must work out their differences 
so that American and Soviet sci­ 
entists could create a better world 
for all. 
Nixon was met at the airport 
by acting Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vasily Kuzenetsov and other offi­ 
cials. There were no speeches at 
the airport. 
Asked his plans, Nixon replied: 
’*,sl am going back to Spaso House 
(the U. S. 
am bassador's r e s i ­ 
dence). I expect to work for six 
hours on the radio speech to be 
delivered Saturday, and then go 
to bed." 


NIXON ADDED that he expect­ 
ed to be up at 6 a.m . to "work 


011 my speech again." 
A correspondent for Moscow Ra­ 
dio asked Nixon for his im pres­ 
sions of his trip to Leningrad and 
Siberia. Nixon said: 
"1 liked it very much. R was 
an interesting trip. My only regret 
is that I could not spend at least 
two weeks more ” 


IN ANSWER TO another ques­ 
tion by the Moscow Radio corres­ 
pondent. about whether he talked 
to people on his trip, Nixon re­ 
plied: 
“It was never, 
never dull. I 
found that people had lots of ques­ 
tions. When I speak on the radio 
Saturday. I will try to answer fgr 
all the people all the questions I 
heard during the trip. 1 also want 
to give m.v impressions of the So­ 
n e t economy and of the Soviet 
people."

$ 10-Million Mark 
Pa$$ed This Month; 
1958 Record Neared 


A record building year for Palm 
Springs appeared certain today as 
city officials registered $10,179,­ 
792 worth of new construction for 
the first seven months of 1959. 
The City Building Department 
registered $1,878,811 in new con­ 
struction for the month of July 
alone, bringing 
the years .total 
to date far above the $6.237.815. 
counted for the corresponding pe­ 
riod last year, and close to t h e 
$12,041.586, for all Of 1958. 


JU LY CONSTRUCTION last year 
was set at $1.087.815. 
New dwellings headed the build­ 
ing list last m onth, followed close­ 
ly by new commercial develop­ 
ments. 
Resort builders took out building 
permits for 36 new dwellings val­ 
ued at $726.000 and two commer­ 
cial buildings wopth $02*000—in 
eluding $580.000 
for the Palm 
Springs Spa bathhouse. 
A permit for consi ruction of the 
new Latter Day 
Saints 
Church 
added $250.000 to the July con­ 
struction total. 


THIRTY OF THE 168 permits 
issued for the m onth were tagged 
for swimming pools worth an ag­ 
gregate $98,000. 
This brings the 
city's total pool count to 
1,982, 
reaffirming the Village title as the 
"world s swimmingest city." 
July construction work also in­ 
cluded one 
apartm ent building, 
valued at $23,000 six commercial 
additions, worth 
$26,900, end 80 
dwelling 
additions, 
carrying a 
price tag of $51.861. 
Other building 
permits 
Issued 
for the month involved two trailer 
additions, $600: one hotel altera­ 
tion. $250; tiwo apartment addi­ 
tions. $4.700; three club additions, 
$44,500: three guest ranch addi 
tions. $21.000, and one golf oourse 
addition, $3.000.

GENEVA - (UPD — The Big Four

Western and Soviet e x p e r t s

Translator Permit Increases 
Television Reception in Desert 
In these days television has become 
» regular part of the daily lives of most 
people. 
Satisfactory reception of television 
signals in Palm Springs and the sur­ 
rounding desert region has therefore 
become an essential need somewhat sim­ 
ilar to telephones, electricity and other 
utility services. 
News that the local non-profit Trans­ 
lator System has been awarded a per­ 
manent permit to reflect signals from 
television stations to homes in a major 
part of this area is consequently of con­ 
siderable importance and satisfaction 
to residents generally. 
Granting of the permit will make pos­ 
sible a number of improvements in the 
services of the Translator which will 
be welcomed by the many who are de­ 
pendent upon it by reason of not hav­ 
ing access to the TV cable systems in 
the region. 
More complete and continuous relay­ 
ing of broadcasts is assured as com­ 
pared to the previous operation under 


temporary conditions. Also it will be 
possible to add additional channels to 
the present two if the voluntary sub­ 
scribers wish to increase their nominal 
donations in sufficient amounts to do 
so. 
Paying fo r television reception, 
whether on cable or by Translator, is 
a peculiar “privilege” afforded to des­ 
ert dwellers which can be closely com­ 
pared to paying for smog protection. 
Reason is that TV signals and smog 
travel primarily on “line of sight” and 
thus the higli mountains which shelter 
the desert from smog incursion also 
shut off television reception except by 
round-about methods. 
Thus most lovers of sunshine and blue 
skies are happy to contribute towards 
the cost of piping or beaming TV sig­ 
nals to their sets rather than having 
free television but being encompassed 
by smog. 
We enjoy being without smog so 
much that we are "glad” to pay for tele­ 
vision.

words and the beautiful thoughts 
tehind them have been desecrat­ 
ed by the racket known as Vet­ 
erans Benefits. Lincoln was soon 
to die after entering his second 
term. Over his grave w o u l d 
gallop, among others, the scraw­ 
ny horsemen of Political Greed. 
Politicians began to buy th e 
veterans' sotes with t a w d r y 
gifts from the Federal till, and 
to practice ghoulish detnagogu- 
erv and fake patriotism for the 
sake of public plunder. 
The disgraceful orgy has be­ 
come a national habit. It was 
reenacted the other day. I'm 
sorry to say, by the 86lh Senate 
in passing the Veterans Read­ 
justment Assistance Act of 1959. 
No debate at this session. I 
think, s!lowed a greater range 
of political clep-trap on one side, 
common sense on the other, and 
wooly confusion in between. 
CLAP - TRAP: Speaking for 
himself and 25 co-sponsors of the

children and grandchildren, by 
assuming a greater N a t i o n a l 
Debt, to put paw and m aw 
through college, (d) grants are 
better than loans because every­ 
body will take the first, whether 
he’s in need or not, (e) it is a 
grand chance to practice level- 
down politics by “equalizing” 
rich and poor, and (f) the way 
to compete with Russia in edu­ 
cation is to imitate Russia in 
education. 


COMMON SENSE: Cooper of 
Kentucky, with insufficient sup­ 
port, offered a testing amend­ 
ment. It diallenged the idea that 
peacetime veterans n e e d e d 
grants (not loanri for t h e i r 
"adjustment'' to non-service life. 
In providing easy, lo-year. non­ 
interest loans, the Federal Gov­ 
ernment would be winnowing the 
nondescript harvest of veterans. 
"A veteran." said Javits of 
New York, "should be eligible 
for assistance only if he is so 
anxious to obtain an education 
that he is willing to borrow mon­ 
ey." Scott of Pennsylvania said 
that: "Without this amendment, 
the hill will he a big foot in the 
door to Federal control of edu­ 
cation . . . not only what must 
be taught and what the students 


must say, but . . . Federal Gov- 
eminent interlocutors . . . in all 
our sdiools and colleges." 
LAUSCHE OF OHIO, backed 
by Bush of Connecticut, Gold- 
water of Arizona and McClellan 
of Arkansas scoffed at the level- 
down arguments of the equaliz­ 
ers and at the pay-off implica­ 
tions of those who said t h a t 
service personnel are "entitled" 
to extra benefits. 
"I served in World War I . . . 
on honor and a duty,” said Laus- 
che. "There are no happier 
moments of my life — . . . as 
judge . . . mayor . . . governor 
—than the recollection of th e 
days I served in the military.” 
CONFUSION: Neubeiger of 
Oregon made the best speech (or 
the wrong reasons in trying to 
rationalize his support of the 
bill.

Since many wartime soldiers 
got GI benefits without going to 
battle, the error must be com­ 
pounded by giving similar bene­ 
fits to peacetime soldies! Since 
munitions industries 'he didn't 
mention munitions making la­ 
bor unions» profiteered in w¡ar, 
peacetime soldiers should be giv­ 
en these grants! How non sequi- 
tur can statesmanship get? 
TOM E. NEUBERGEH seem­ 
ed to typify a generation of 
chrin habit thinkers who vague­ 
ly know that something's wrong. 
They are striking out at old 
scapegoats to vent a confused 
disapproval. Here's Neuberger 
flogging the Merchants of Death 
to justify his vote for "readjust­ 
ing" warriors who. in the Lin­ 
colnian sense, have never borne 
the battle. 
Fifty - seven Senators support­ 
ed this bill. There is just about 
room at the Lincoln Memorial 
for them to go there and hang 
their heads. —Holmes Alexander

fungus. this is not a must as we 
seldom have to cope with fungus. 
Wetted DDT or Dieldrui and Lin­ 
dane g r a n u l e s for destroying 
w o r m s and larvae that infest 
lawns and soils; Chlardane 10 per 
cent for ants and other creeping 
pests, a mixture of Malathion, Lin­ 
dane and DDD, probably the most 
efficient of all sprays for garden 
chores, also for eliminating th e 
rlies that gather around your car­ 
port and the outside walls of your 
house. 
Also high nitrogen liquid fertili­ 
zer. preferably with organic fish 
mixture that has 16 per cent nit­ 
rogen. good for lawns; a spray- 
ette that uses the water pressure 
of your hose to do the work; the 
first mixture mentioned in t h i s 
list, with an addition of ferbatn 
makes a good garden dust spray 
for r o s e s and other flowering 
plants. 


IT WOULD BE AS well to add 
a dog repellent for use where dogs 
m a k e nuisances of themselves, 
and when it is put on the ground 
wet the surface first; we are not 
too keen on the oil sprays for 
amateurs, the oil is 1 i a b 1 e to 
smother tender leaves. 
This list might seem loo long 
bt't all of them ccme in handy 
at different times. When the ants 
become more prevalent it would 
be wise to keep on hand the 
Chlordane 10 per cent previously 
mentioned. Treating ants w h e n 
they are walking along is not 
much good, follow the line to 
where the nest is located a n d 
spray the entrance copiously The 
next day there will be no ants on 
that trail. 


WHENEVER YOU c o n t a c t a 
sm all pile of fine sand and a nar­ 
row hole oover the hole with Chlor­ 
dane, spread Chlordane around 
where the walls meet the ground 
and you will have done much to- 
weeds keeping ants out of the 
bouse. 


When working food into the bed 
of your rose bushes do not use a 
spade if you wish to keep the top 
portion of the root system intact. 
With a light hand spade fashion 
a shallow trench round the outer 
edge, fill in with rase food, then 
cover with the sand you moved. 
It is wise to slowly fill each bed 
with water after feeding. Severing 
any part of the root system is 
deleterious to the plants growth. 
We still have about five weeks be­ 
fore considering rose pruning so 
we will discusss that later. 


IF YOU HAVE A hibiscus you 
should treat it like you treat a 
rose bush. However, pruning a hi­ 
biscus should be completed this 
monlh. Cut off any stalks that ap­ 
pear to be dead and thin out the 
number of stalks if too dense. Gen­ 
erally speaking a hibiscus is li­ 
able to suffer from one or two of 
winter's cold nights. This causes 
cutting back so your hibiscus is 
not liable to be loo thick. 
If your hibiscus is in the corner 
oí a high fence and sheltered from 
prevailing winds you might possi­ 
bly save it from freezing next win­ 
ter by using a wooden covering 
over that corner so that the freeze 
will not descend on the hibiscus 
directly.
